Senate supporters of the 
stronger utilities legislation, 
appeared on a television 
program Wednesday night 
carried by ll stations across 
Texas. 
The legislators appearing 
on the program were Sens. 
Lloyd Doggett, D-Austin, 
Raul Longoria, D-Edinburg, 
and Ron Clower, D-Garland; 
and Reps. John Wilson, D-La 
Grange, Ed Watson, D-Deer 
Park, and Latham Boone, D- 
Navasota. 
Earlier in the day the 
Senate agreed with a House 


request to send the con­ 
flicting bills to a 10-member 
conference committee. The 
Senate ordered its conferees 
to make no changes in the 
Senate version if the changes 
would result in higher utility 
rates

Moore, D-Bryan, the sponsor 
of the Senate’s bill and 
chairm an of the Senate 
conferees, 
said 
the

Back Pay Okayed 


AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) — The Texas Supreme Court has 
ruled the Houston Oilers must pay former football player 
Don Floyd $11,422 due him under terms of a 1968 contract. 
Floyd injured his right ankle while playing for the Oilers 
Aug. 23, 1968, and was on the team’s inactive list until 
Sept. 30. He was then put back on the active list on the 
suggestion of the team doctor, and was notified two days 
later his contract was terminated. 
Floyd contended he should be paid for the remainder of the 
year because the Oilers violated their contract with him. A 
trial court agreed, and ordered the football team to pay 
Floyd the $11,422 for the remainder of the year under his 
$19,000 a year pact. 
Toll Increase Set 
FORT WORTH, Tex. (UPI) — Tolls for passenger cars on 
the Dallas North Tollway will increase by 5 cents starting 
Sunday, according to Texas Turnpike Authority engineer- 
manager Howard M. Reily.

Tolls at Northwest 
Highway will go from IO to 15 cents, and at Mockingbird

Bullock said Wednesday 
he could not be sure of the 
s ta te ’s revenue estim ate 
until

Bullock said acceptance of 
the P resident’s program 
could mean more than $200 
million in additional 
tax 
revenue for Texas. 
“ It’s a classic case of 
myopia for our legislature to 
pass a two-year budget and 
go home next Monday —the 
very day Congress comes 
back into session to decide 
on 
the 
P resid en t’s 
proposals,” Bullock said. 
Bullock has to certify the 
state will have the necessary 
revenue to pay for any law 
passed by the legislature 
before it can go into effect 
He said he cannot include 


possible revenue increases 
from oil taxes in certifying 
the proposed 1976-77 state 
budget 
because 
the 
President’s program is not 
yet implemented. 
He said Congress has five 
days in which to kill or let 
stand Ford’s $1 a barrel oil 
import tariff, and the rest of

to act on

ceilings

dom estic 
crude oil produced at 1972 
levels. 
He said the $1 a barrel 
tariff will bring in $32.5
